and burned to death is untnue. The sisters and patients 
arrived ia this city on the first relief train and are be- 
ing cared for here.

No word can be 
obtained from any points inCoeur D'Alene line farther 
west than St. Regis, which has been deserted.

An hour 
earlier, when we first began'to see the 
flames on the other side, women and 
children were bundled off to the rail- 
way stations, where trains were being 
made up to take them out, if neces- 
sary, but I did not fear.

In yesterday's "Talk" I showed the 
absurdity ol reckoning 6 per cent, 
compound interest lor all the years 
that have passed and for all the 
years which are to come upon the 
taxes annually paid by Fort Wayne 


citizens. Attention should be called to the fact that in his effort to inflate his figures 
Mr. Page reckons against the city 6 per cent, interest, whereas Fort Wayne can borrow 
all the money which she needs at 4 per cent. 
Even Mr. Pag<;, therefore, should be 


willing to discount his interest figures 33 % per cent. 


Then as to the depreciation upon the plant. 
Mr. Page puts it for 
twenty-two 


months' operation at $40,666.44. Here, certainly, is more evidence of padding. 
He 


figures the depreciation at 10 per cent, annually. 
In order to get the sum of $40.- 


CCC.44 he figures 10 per cent, depreciation, not only on the amount of taxes Fort 
Wayne has Invested In the plant, but also On the fictitious item of 6 per cent, com- 
pound interest for a dozen years that he has added to the sum derived from taxation, 
used by our city in the construction'of the works. 


Then. too. Mr. Puge reckons this depreciation of 10 per cent, upon the buildings, 


the engines and eveo'thing el~e. This would blot out the buildings and engines in ten 
years, when they —i" be practically as good as new. The buildings, engine and pump 
put In service at waterworks station No. 1, nearly thirty years ago are still doing as 
good service as ever. The poles are about as perishable a part of our electric lighting 
plant as any and yet there are poles doing service in this city today which were erect- 
ed some eighteen years ago. The actual depreciation of the city plant, kept up in good 
condition, with repairs made out of the earnings and charged, as they are being charg- 
ed, to the operating expenses and not to the. construction account, will not be 25 per 
cent, on the cniiro plant in ten years, whereas Mr. Page would blot out the entire pres- 
ent value of the plant in that time. That is about as absurd as his 6 per cent, com- 
pound interest charge upon city tuxes. 


May we not. therefore, with good reason, reduce the figures for depreciation given 


by Mr. Page of $-10,666.44 to what they will be on a ten-year average of say 2% per 
cent, annually and reckon that amount only on what the plant has really cost up to 
June 30. This will gi"o a sum for the twenty-two mnjiths of about $8,000, instead ot 
over ?40,000.
